Tiic Municipal By-Law* 

Our city fathers are at lust going 
about their affairs in a businoasJike 
-way, and uro soiling sorioutiiY to work 
on tlio necessary improvements which 
havo lain so long in abeyani o. The 
original causo of the delay in our 
municipal progrcB3 aroso from tlio nb- 
eoluto or imaginary dotcom i.-i tho Act 
of Incorporation ol 1861, and ulllioiigli 
measures wcro introduced to provide 
a temporary romedy lor tboso delects, 
ratepayers always rogarded tho col. 
lection ol city duos with fUHpicion — 
a feeling that wo aro happy to say 
%v:!l no longer cxiat, as tho slatutos 
•will bo placed beyond cavil, and Uie 
proper authority conveyed to our city 
officers lor the enforcement, of tho By- 
laws where necessary. We do not, 
however, look lor any opposition to 
tho rates levied for municipal require- 
ments, uinco they will bo expended lor 
tho benefit of all, In the first place, 
thoro is no disguising tlio fact that 
cholera, tho fell destroyer, is making 
rapid strides towards us; bo is already 
hurrying numbers of tho Con'ral 
American people to their last account, 
and wo may expect him hero oro long. 
Wo all know in what a wretched state 
of filth many ot the streets and gutters 
aro, in tho most thickly populate 1 
portions of the city, to say nothin • u( 
tho condition of our suburbs. To allow 
theso sourcoB of infection to remain 
till tho warm weather sets in would 
bo an absolute invitation to this most 
dreadful of epidemics. Wo need hardly 
Bay, then, that the prompt payment 
of tho ratcB levied in accordance with 
tho By-law will onablo our worthy 
Mayor and Councillors to take inline* 
diato stops to remove all causos ol 
atmosphoric impurity, so as to miti- 
gato, as far as may ho, any aid to tho 
continuance of tho plague. But thero 
is another reason why our citizens 
should conio cheerfully forward to as. 
eist with their contributions in tho 
good work. Tho si'o occupied by 
Yictoria is one of tho prettiest and 
most easily roudcrcd ornamental on 
the Pacific coast. If the streets wore 
well paved and lighted with gas, wo 
should bo far in advance of our neigh-, 
bors, and could make this placo what 
it should bo — tho great centre of at- 
traction both for tho transaction of 
business and as a placo of residence. 
Of course, property owners will be 
largely benefitted by tho improve- 
ments, and our industrial population 
by tho improved health and general 
prosperity. Tho rates charged aro, on 
tho whole, moderate, and, being paid 
quarterly, will not involve auy serious 
outlay a v. ono time. The various 
amounts imposed, as stated in tho By- 
law, aro in each case tho maximum ; so 
that it is very likely a modification of 
Homo of them may bo effected. Tho 
rato on real estate is, we think, ex- 
tremely moderate (ono quarter cent, 
on tho dollar), and considering the ad- 
vantages to flow from its application, 
the best investment, that could be 
made. Tho threo per cent, on the 
rontal looms large, although it is 
not to great as one would at first sup- 
pose; for instance, tho annual con- 
tribution on a rental of $:!0 per 
month, will only amount to S10 80 or 
§2 70 per quarter. But it is very 
probable that oven this amount may 
noi bo exacted; or if it is, in the 
present hour of need, it will doubtless 
bo reduced as soon as prudence will 
allow. It must not be forgotten, how- 
over, that in improving tho sanatory 
condition of tho oily, wo are taking 
tho Burest. means for solf-preservation. 
Tho amount to bo collected for our 
firo comnanies is J per cent, on in- 
BUranoes. Tliis will bo added to tho 
premiums, and while it will bo an ad- 
ditional guarantee lor the safety of the 
property, its enforcement will be rather 
burtheusomo. As far as the applica- 
tion goes, however, wo aro quito suro 
that lew Will grudge the aid thus ox- 
toudod to tho most valuable and de- 
sorving institution wo have, and that 
has earned for itselt a icputation that 
ronders further discussion unnecessary. 
It is vory likely that when a correct 
estimate of tho proceeds of this tax 
can be formed, a smaller percentage 
•will moot tho requirements. Wo have 
omitted to mention that the rate 
charged on real estate is on tho assess, 
montot 1866. We must also bear in 
mind, that tho whole of tho rates aro 
to bo applied directly to tho improve- 
ments of the City, io which wo are 
each immediately conceruod. Wo can- 
not, therefore, bo otherwise than glad 
that tho means will soon ho forthcom- 
ing for so excellent a purpose.
